OREGON MARCHING ON,
A Breexy Letter From the Jourmal's
Special Correspondent—A Postof-
flee Bailding for Salem.

[Correspondence of the Capital Journal)

WasHiNaTOoN, D, C, Dee. 12—
This has been a big week for Oregon
in congress, especially in the senate,
The introduction of bills commenced
on the third day's session, and Ben-
ators Dolph and Mitchell were
among the first to get in with a big
batch of bills of local interest,

They were all referred to their ap-
propriate committees and two of the
bills have already come back with &
fuvorable report from the committee
and placed at the top of the calender,
and will be the first measure reach-
ed, in order, when the senate takes
up bills on the calender. The two
bills in question were introduced by
Benator Dolph. The first provides
for the granting to the state of Ore-
gon townships 27 to 81 south, in
ranges 5 and 6 east of the Willam-
ette meridian, for the purpose of es-
tublishing a public park. Crater
Lnke is situated in this tract of land.
‘I'he other bill provides for the
ranting of certain lots in the mili-
tury reservation at The Dalles, to
that ¢ity for a public park.

Three bills have been introduced
inn the genate, providineg for the es-
tablishineut of the Teuth Judieial
cirenit. Benator Dolph offered a
bill providing that Oregon, Wash-
ington and Montana,should from the
Tenth Judicial District, the judge
thereof to receive a salary of $6000.
To-day Benatoror Ingalls of Kansas,
offered a bill comprising the Tenth
Judleial clreuit of Oregon, Montana,
Colorodo and Nevuda, while Bena-
tor Davis' bill of to-day proposes
that Montana, Minnesota, and
North and South Dakota should
coniprise the Tenth Judicial distnct.
All of them were referred to the
eommittee on Judiciary, and a com-
promise will be effected. Oregon
will undoubtedly be iu the new dis-
trict. Mr. Dolph has introduced a
bill sppropriating $100,000 for the
erection of a public building at Ba-

lem, for the accommodation of the
post office,
The site shall leave the bullding

unexposed to danger from fire by an
open space of not less than forty
feet, Including streets and alleys.
No money thus appropriated shall
be available until a valid title to the
site hus been vested In the U, 8.,
und the state of Oregon has ceded
Jurisdietion over the same,

Benator Dolph introduced the fol-
lowing loeal bllls in the senate on
the third day of the session:

Restoring to the United Btates, to
be opened for settlement, certain
of the Jands granted the Northern
Pacific R. R. Co., to and in the con-
struction of a rallroad from Lake
Superior to Puget Bound.

A bill to repeal the laws provid-
ing for the pre-emption of public
lands and the laws allowing entries
for timber culture. A bill providing
for the payment of balance uupald
on Oregon war olaims for the sup-
pression of Indisn hostilities 1n 1856
and '56. A bill to prevent obstruc-
tlons of navigable waters. A bill
authorizing the Oregan and Wash-
ington Bridge Co,, to construct a
bridge across the Celumbia nver.
Pensioning soldiers who served in
Indian wars, Prohibiting objection-
able foreign immigration and to pro-
tect American labor. Authorizing
the appointment of seven army and
naval officers to constitute a board
to locate sites for sea coast fortifica~
tions on the northwest eoast, Puget
Bound, and estimate the cost thereof.
A blll providiug that every per-
son who joined the military force in
the Nez Perces, Bannock and Sho-
shone Indian wars, In '77 and '78
shall recelve three dollars per day,
for the time they were in the service.
in lleu at all other claims for such
service. A bill appropristing one
million dollars to enable the secre-
tary of war to purchase rites for sea
coast fortifications, A bill appro-
priating five hundred thousand dol-
lurs for the erection of a publie build-
ing ut Portland Oregon. A bill fix-
Ing the salary of the judge of the
district court of the United States,
for the district of Oregon at five
thonsand dollars per annum. A
bill establishing un assay office at

‘ortland, Benator Mitchell intro-
duced bills as follows: Appropriating
elght thousand dollars for a lifesay-
Ing  station  at  Port  Orford,
Oregon.  Appropriating two million
dollars for the construction of
& boat rallway to transfer boats and
thelr cargoes, over and across the

tender for use on the Oregon coast.
Appropriating $80,000 for a first-
order lighthouse at the mouth of the
Coquille river, Appropriating $80,-
000 for a first-order lighthouse on the
headlands, near Newport, Yaquina
Bay.
A large number of private claims
and pension bills were also intro-
duced by Henators Mitchell and
Dolph, muinly bills introduced last
session and which failed to become
laws. Oregon legislation will be
vigorously pushed by the delegation
this year and some important
measures will be enacted.

It must be acknowledged that
once in awhile & good example is set
on the other side of the Atlantie,
A clerk in a London banker's office
recently defaulted to the amount of
about £7000, and he confessed to
having lost the sum in stock opera-
tions. The Exchange investigaced
the matter, learned who had acted
as brokers for the thicving clerk, and
at once suspended them from the
privileges of the institution tor five
years, It was held that the brokers
ought to have learncd the gource of
the money which they recelyed
from the embezzler.

Great efforts are being made by
the Argentine Republic to induce
immigration from all parts of
Europe. Large numbers of Ger-
mans and Russinn Hebrews have
already gone to South America, and
now England is being worked with
the same end io view. Notines
have recently been published that
the cost of passage for 30,000 laborers
will be pald by the government, the
expense being defrayed by the sale
of 8000 square leagues of land, which
has been set aside for this purpose,
Bixteen thousund square leagues has
also been segregated for the use of in-
ending settlers.
